C apt. John D. F eltham , 29, New­ 
port, Rhode Island, F irst Lieut. 
H ugh Turk, 25, Piedm ont, Ala­ 
bam a, and S ergeant O. N. F erg­ 
uson of Las Angeles, worked a 
week to repair their plane w ith­ 
out success. 
A bandoning it, they slashed 
th e ir way through th e jungle 
for four days before com ing to 
a deserted trad in g post w here 
they found th e 1914 plane wdth 
its propeller sm ashed and a n ­ 
o th er 
1917 m odel 
w hich 
had 
been alm ost burned out. 
F or a week they worked on the 
older plane, salvaging a propel­ 


ler from th e 1917 model, replac­ 
ing w ith bamboo stru ts pieces 
th a t had been eaten away by 
w hite ants, and covering them 
w ith two bed sheets and a piece 
of stretch er canvas. 
They had 
no aviation fuel but they found 
a cache of autom obile gasoline. 
In 
this 
queer 
contraption, 
F eltham started to bring help 
to his com rades. 
He got to w ithin 15 feet of the 
top of the 8,000 foot high m oun­ 
tains, but the plane would do no 
m ore. 
W hile his precious gaso­ 
line dwindled, he tried to find an 
o utlet 
T hen a strong cu rren t 
dashed him to th e ground like a 
leaf. 
W ith his legs trapped, F elt­ 
h am had worked five hours to 
extricate him self before his com ­ 
rades worked their way to his 
rescue. W ith his legs in bamboo 
splints, 
F eltham 
was 
carried 
dow n th e m ountainside. 
T h ree days later all were res­ 
cued by an 
A ustralian 
plane 
w hich sighted them and landed 
in a sm all clearing.

Washington, July 13 
* AP*—The 
price control appropriation went be­ 
fore the senate today with a warn­ 
ing by Leon Henderson that price 
fixing limitations sought by farm 
groups would cripple an important 
part of the anti-inflation program. 
Tile limitations are contained in a 
$1,856.000 000 supplemental appropri­ 
ations bill, for war agencies. The bill 
includes $120,000 OOO. tied down by 
a series of restrictive amendments. 
to finance a year's operation of the 
office of price administration which 
Henderson directs 
Henderson’s main criticism of the 
bill was directed against an appro­ 
priation committee amendment to 
prevent the OPA from fixing prices 
on any commodity made in whole or 
In part from a farm product unless 
the price reflected 110 per cent of 
parity. 
Im portant Issue 
Henderson said the farm price re­ 
striction would force repeal of the 
general maximum price regulations 
because it would require studies of 
thousands of Items of food, clothing 
and industrial products before ceil­ 
ings could be set 
Senator Wagner «D-NY* asserted 
in a broadcast last night that the 
appropriation for Henderson’s office 
was the most important Issue on the 
home front 
"Every grasping landlord, every 
speculator In war materials and con­ 
sumers' goods, every producer reach­ 
ing out for undue profits at the 
nations expense is today ganging 
up on the OPA." Wagner said 
Another Issue was the 2'a cents a 
gallon increase in gasoline prices in 
the 17 rationed states.

which in effect would deny the OPA 
funds to enforce this price increase 
in such states as Georgia, which re­ 
ceives gasoline by pipe line and 
where no additional transportation 
costs have resulted from the cessa­ 
tion of ocean tanker service.
